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Superintendent-'s  Report 


To  the  School  Board  and  the  Citizens  of  the  School  District 
of  Stewartstown : 

Introduction 

With  the  General  Court  now  in  session,  and  with  a  rela- 
tively large  number  of  educational  bills  as  well  as  amend- 
ments to  existing  laws  in  this  field  to  be  acted  upon,  a  con- 
siderable amount  of  what  takes  place  beneath  the  State 
House  Dome  during  the  coming  weeks  and  months  will  be  of 
significance  to  education.  Several  of  these  proposed  meas- 
ures, if  passed,  will  affect  very  materially  the  administra- 
tion and  cost  of  operating  our  schools.  Among  the  bills 
might  be  cited  those  relatives  to  the  establishment  of  mini- 
mum salaries  for  teachers,  continuing  contracts  for  the  same 
group,  and  the  determination  of  a  bonded  indebtedness  limit 
for  districts  borrowing  money.  Two  of  the  amendments  to 
be  considered  are  of  particular  interest  to  us,  too,  namely, 
one  calling  for  compulsory  school  attendance  of  pupils  in  all 
districts  until  sixteen  years  of  age  regardless  of  grade  com- 
pleted up  to  that  time,  and  a  closely  related  one  calling  for 
the  transportation  of  these  same  pupils  to  the  school  to 
which  they  are  assigned  at  district  expense. 

As  far  reaching  though  as  may  be  the  effect  of  possible 
positive  legislation  upon  these  bills  and  amendments  which 
will  tend  to  still  further  increase  our  mounting  educational 
costs,  perhaps  of  even  greater  significance  to  us  will  be  the 
action  taken  in  respect  to  increasing  financial  support  to 
local  school  districts  from  the  state  level.  In  so  far  as  can 
now  be  seen,  this  seems  to  be  the  only  feasible  way  the  tax 
burden  of  the  property  owner  can  be  alleviated  to  any  appre- 
ciable extent  in  paying  for  the  high  cost  of  conducting  our 
schools.  The  recognition  of  this  need  for  additional  state 
aid  is  wide  spread,  even  by  the  Governor,  although  there  is 
disagreement  between  him  and  the  many  sponsoring  or- 
ganizations as  to  how  more  revenue  for  this  purpose  is  to  be 
raised.  Whatever  may  be  the  source  finally  decided  upon,  a 
sales  or  some  other  form  of  tax,  from  which  this  money  is  to 
be  obtained,  and  how  much,  there  is  bound  to  be  a  keen  in- 
terest in  the  developments  when  this  topic  comes  up  for 
deliberation  by  the  members  of  the  General  Court  during 
this  legislative  session. 
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Teachers 

With  the  shortage  of  teachers  already  reached  alarming 
proportions,  and  with  no  indication  of  relief  in  sight  for  this 
very  serious  condition,  the  district  is  extremely  fortunate  to 
have  the  three  veteran  teachers  return  to  West  Stewarts- 
town  School,  and  to  find  two  new  experienced  teachers  to  re- 
place those  who  did  not  return  to  the  rural  schools  in  the 
East  side.  Mrs.  Claire  Owen,  who  received  her  training  at 
Farmington  Teachers  College,  Farmington,  Maine,  and  who 
has  taught  several  years  previously  in  this  area,  is  teaching 
Grade  5-8  at  the  Cedar  Brook  School.  Mrs.  Pauline  E. 
Keach,  a  graduate  of  Trinity  College,  Burlington,  Vermont, 
and  who  received  subsequent  training  at  Lyndon  Teachers 
College  in  the  same  state,  teaches  Grades  1-4  at  the  Hollow 
School.  At  the  West  Stewartstown  School  Principal  Velma 
H.  Gray  teaches  Grades  6-8;  Junie  S.  Aldrich  teaches  Grades 
3-5;  and  Cleora  M.  Richardson  teaches  Grades  1-2. 

School  Nurse  —  Health 

The  importance  of  the  work  done  by  our  school  nurse, 
Mrs.  Ethel  S.  Sturgis,  in  constantly  checking  the  health  of 
our  children,  in  conducting  follow-up  work  when  necessary, 
and  in  making  arrangements  for  much  needed  dental  work, 
is  evidenced  by  general  good  attendance  throughout  the 
year. 

We  are  very  sorry  that,  due  to  his  health,  it  has  been 
necessary  for  Dr.  F.  Hammond  Dickson  to  discontinue  the 
Dental  Clinic.  The  work  that  he  has  done  year  in  and  year 
out  over  the  long  period  of  time  that  he  has  been  serving 
the  boys  and  girls  in  this  area  has  meant  much  to  a  great 
many  former  as  well  as  present  pupils  enrolled  in  our 
schools. 

It  is  very  much  hoped,  that  with  the  setting-up  of  an- 
other dentist  office  in  Colebrook,  that  it  will  again  be  pos- 
sible to  make  arrangements  so  that  our  school  children  may 
continue  to  receive  much  needed  dental  treatment  at  a  nom- 
inal cost  and  convenience  to  them.  Present  plans  are  to 
again  conduct  a  pre-school  clinic  in  the  spring,  also,  as  it 
helps  materially  to  determine  the  general  physical  condition 
of  children  planning  to  enter  the  First  Grade  in  the  fall  in 
time  to  receive  medical  attention  when  necessary. 

Buildings  —  EquipmeAt 

The  policy  of  keeping  the  buildings  in  a  good  state  of  re- 
pair and  maintenance  has  been  continued  during  the  past 
year.     Most  work  done  in  the  rural  schools  was  confined  to 
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the  Hollow  School  where  the  insulating  of  the  walls  in  the 
classroom  with  celotex  was  completed.  As  a  result  of  this 
work  and  some  interior  decorating,  the  school  now  has  a 
more  comfortable  and  attractive  room. 

However,  the  extremely  severe  weather  during  the  re- 
cent winter  months  has  emphasized  the  need  at  both  the  Hol- 
low and  Cedar  Brook  Schools  for  the  provision  of  more  ade- 
quate heating  units.  On  many  days,  as  can  be  readily  un- 
derstood, when  there  has  been  no  heat  in  the  building  since 
the  closing  of  school  in  the  early  part  of  the  preceding  af- 
ternoon or  over  the  week-end,  as  is  the  case  on  a  Monday 
morning,  it  is  literally  impossible  to  build  a  wood  fire  in  the 
box  stove  with,  which  each  of  these  schools  is  equipped,  and 
have  the  room  comfortable  at  the  opening  of  the  morning 
session.  The  installation  of  some  type  of  a  unit  that  will 
provide  continuous  heat  merits  consideration.  An  article  for 
this  purpose  is  included  in  the  warrant. 

Due  to  the  recent  unforseen  emergency  which  arose  at 
the  West  Stewartstown  School  when  the  boiler  gave  away, 
much  more  repair  work  had  to  be  done  and  equipment  pur- 
chased for  this  school  than  was  anticipated.  Luckily,  the 
incident  happened  during  the  early  part  of  the  Christmas 
Vacation,  which  made  it  possible  to  do  all  the  work  involved 
in  removing  the  old  unit  and  in  installing  a  new  one  before 
school  opened  in  January.  Much  credit  is  due  the  local 
plumber,  William  Chamberlain,  for  the  hard  work  and  long 
hours  that  he  put  in  doing  this  rush  job  in  locating,  trans- 
porting, and  setting-up  the  new  boiler  in  such  a  short  time. 

In  addition  to  the  above,  other  work  done  at  this  build- 
ing during  the  year  included  moving  the  sink  in  the  girls' 
basement  room  into  the  toilet,  painting  the  floors  in  both  the 
boys'  and  girls'  basements,  and  interior  decorating  done  in 
the  latter  room  in  converting  it  into  a  lunch  room.  Also,  in 
this  same  space  new  electric  fixtures,  a  two  compartment 
sink,  dish  cabinet,  shelves,  food  preparation  and  serving 
table,  gas  range,  refrigerator,  and  deep  freeze  were  installed 
in  making  this  conversion.  In  the  storage  room,  too,  that 
adjoins  this  area,  the  old  ventilator  system  which  has  not 
functioned  for  the  past  several  years  was  removed,  the  in- 
terior of  the  resulting  larger  space  made  available  was  paint- 
ed, and  shelves  were  put  up  for  the  storage  of  foods.  Among 
the  repairs  made  elsewhere  in  the  building  was  the  replace- 
ment with  a  new  one  of  the  electric  motor  in  the  automatic 
stoker  to  the  boiler,  covering  the  boiler  room  side  of  the 
door  between  the  boys'  basement  and  the  boiler  room  with 
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metal,  and  the  covering  of  the  windows  on  the  bade  side  of 
the  school  with  screening  to  furnish  protection  from  balls 
batted  off  the  playground. 

In  recognition  of  the  need  for  greater  safety  precau- 
tions, new  carbon  dioxide  fire  extinguishers  have  been  pur- 
chased, and  one  has  been  installed  in  each  school  building  in 
a  place  deemed  to  be  the  most  convenient  to  obtain  in  case 
of  an  emergency. 

School  Lunch  Program 

The  school  district  is  deeply  indebted  to  all  who  took 
part  in  any  way  in  the  giving  of  time  to  help  with  all  the 
work  that  had  to  be  done,  and  in  the  giving  of  equipment, 
money,  dishes,  and  utensils,  which  has  made  it  possible  to 
have  a  lunch  program  at  the  West  Stewartstown  School. 
What  was  accomplished  in  converting  a  school  basement  into 
a  very  attractive  lunch  room,  in  providing  the  needed  facil- 
ities, and  in  procuring  and  installing  the  required  equipment 
during  the  short  space  of  a  summer  vacation  period  is  com- 
mendable. A  great  deal  of  credit  is  due  Mrs.  Ruth  Dwinell 
for  all  the  time  and  effort  that  she  put  in  initiating  and  in 
seeing  through  to  its  completion  all  the  work  entailed.  Many 
thanks  are  due,  also,  for  the  most  generous  assistance  re- 
ceived from  Mr.  William  J.  Morrissey  and  the  Beecher  Falls 
Manufacturing  Corporation  for  giving  the  beautiful  lunch 
tables  with  benches  to  match,  a  large  preparation  and  serv- 
ing table,  a  spacious  closet  for  the  storage  of  dishes,  and 
the  money  with  which  to  purchase  a  large  commercial  gas 
range.  Deep  appreciation,  likewise,  is  to  be  expressed  to  the 
George  E.  Currier  Company  for  the  presentation  of  the  new 
electric  light  fixtures  which  greatly  enhance  the  overall  at- 
tractiveness of  the  room,  and  for  furnishing  the  two  com- 
partment sink  needed  for  the  washing  of  dishes  and  utensils. 

The  program  was  opened  at  the  beginning  of  the  winter 
term  with  Mrs.  Eva  M.  Day  as  operator.  At  the  present 
time  a  total  of  approximately  40  pupils  and  teachers  are 
taking  advantage  of  this  school  activity  conducive  to  the 
building  of  good  morale,  and  to  the  overall  happy  and  health- 
ful life  of  the  school. 

Notes  on  the  Budget 

The  Budget  of  the  School  Board  for  1955-56  is  $37,582.00 
in  comparison  to  the  $36,824.00  raised  and  appropriated  by 
the  district  to  operate  the  schools  for  the  current  year.  This 
amount  is  reduced  by  an  estimated  income  of  $4000.00  from 
State  Aid,  which  leaves   a  requested  appropriation    of  $33,- 
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582.00  to  be  raised  by  taxes  by  the  town  as  compared  to 
$32,124.00  for  this  year.  The  Budget  of  the  Budget  Commit- 
tee is  $37,656.00,  which  is  $74.00  more  than  that  submitted 
by  the  School  Board.  Although  provision  has  been  made  in 
the  budget  for  increases  in  several  instances,  and  even 
though  the  estimated  income  is  appreciably  less,  decreases 
made  in  others  have  kept  the  overall  increase  in  the  amount 
to  be  raised  by  taxation  down.  Detailed  information  in  the 
budget  breakdown  is  printed  on  subsequent  pages  in  this  re- 
port. 

Enrollment  and  Attendance 
For  the  second  successive  year  the  enrollment  of  pupils 
in  our  schools  is  larger  than  that  of  the  previous  year,  as 
there  are  113  enrolled  at  the  present  time  in  contrast  to  110 
last  year  and  97  the  previous  year.  A  breakdown  of  the 
former  figure  shows  there  are  66  at  the  West  Stewartstown 
School,  24  at  the  Hollow  School,  and  23  at  the  Cedar  Brook 
School.  The  average  percentage  of  attendance  at  these 
schools  during  the  past  year  in  respective  order  was  96.69, 
93.77,  and  93.46,  while  the  average  number  of  tardinesses  for 
the  same  period  was  .90,  .00,  and  .67. 

Tuition  Pupils 

In  contrast  to  the  successive  increases  in  the  number  of 
pupils  enrolled  in  the  schools  within  the  district  during  the 
past  two  years,  the  number  enrolled  in  schools  outside  has 
continued  to  decrease  for  the  same  period.  At  the  present 
time  there  are  only  31  pupils  in  this  latter  group  as  com- 
pared to  38  and  42  the  two  respective  preceding  years.  A 
breakdown  of  the  number  of  pupils  for  which  the  district  is 
paying  tuition  this  year  shows  that  16  are  at  Colebrook 
Academy,  14  at  Canaan  High  School,  Canaan,  Vermont,  and 
one  at  the  Austine  School  at  Brattleboro  in  the  same  state. 

Since  the  pupils  in  the  Hall  Stream  area  in  the  Pitts- 
burg School  District  are  now  assigned  and  transported  to  the 
Pittsburg  School,  the  number  of  pupils  enrolled  from  outside 
the  district  is  confined  to  one,  the  tuition  for  whom  is  paid 
by  the  grandparents. 

Conclusion 

I  wish  again  to  thank  the  members  of  the  School  Board, 
parents,  teachers  and  citizens  for  all  the  help  and  cooperation 
received  in  our  work  together  to  keep  standards  high  in  our 
schools.
